Bishop 
speaks in 
synagogue

LA MESA — In the first address 
given by a Roman Catholic bishopina 
synagogue in San Diego history, 
Bishop Leo 1. Maher said Oct. 28 at 
Tifereth Israel Synagogue that only by 
Catholics’ and Jews’ “‘ recognizing one 
another as brothers and sisters of a 
common heritage, can we ever hope’ 
to solve society’s ills. 

Nearly 400 people — most from the 
Jewish community — attended ‘‘An 
Evening of Prayer and Good Will 
Between the Roman Catholic and 
Jewish People of San Diego.’ It was 

_cosponsored by the Diocese of San 
Diego and the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B'rith. 

‘My brothers and sisters, tonight 
we celebrate our relationship with one 
another, and proudly proclaim that in 
this small corner of the world Jews and 
Catholics do care,’ Bishop Maher told 
the congregation. 

Jews and Catholics ‘‘care about the 
personal dignity of every human 
being, regardless of race, creed or 
national origin, which was shamelessly

Synod: Lay 
role needs 
clarifying 


Delegates leave 
revision to pope

VATICAN CITY — The world Synod 
of Bishops said Catholic lay roles and 
ministries need to be clarified and revised, 
but how that should be done is up to Pope 
John Paul II. 

The almost 230 synod delegates who met 
Oct. 1-30 in Rome also told the pope not to 
let concern for lay ministries overshadow 
the laity’s primary responsibility to 
Christianize the secular world. 

The synod’s final recommendations to 
the pope did not include a proposal favored 
by some that all non-ordained ministries be 
equally open to men and women. A 
preliminary set of recommendations had 
included the proposal. 

Other proposals, however, encouraged 
greater participation by women in church 
life, including the preparation of pastoral 
documents. 

The recommendations were contained 
in alist of 54 proposals sent to the pope, who 
said he planned to prepare a major 
document after studying the recommend- 
ations. 

The document will respect the ‘‘author’s 
rights’’ of the synod, the pope said. He did

Tuition credit bill to aid private school students 


Panel urges parents to write their state legislators to get support for bill

LA MESA — Some 50 people, many 
being parents of private schoolchildren, 
were urged by legislators and educators to 
garner support for a California tuition tax 
credit bill among their friends and 
especially state legislators. 

At an Oct. 26 panel discussion at Christ 
Lutheran Church, La Mesa, panelists 
provided information and urged action to 
raise support for an Assembly bill which 
would allow tax credits for educational 
expenses of students in grades K-12. 

Panel members were Assemblyman 
Tom McClintock, R-36th, the bill’s 
author; Assemblyman Bill Bradley, 
R-76th, a coauthor of the bill; Dr. Joe 
McElligott, director of the California 
Catholic Conference Division of 
Education; Father Ben Marcantonio, 
diocesan superintendent of schools; Brian 
Bennett, principal of Blessed Sacrament 
School, San Diego; and Harry Hebel, 


principal of Christ Lutheran School. 

The panelists explained AB 346, which 
would permit a tax credit of up to $1,000 
for qualified educational expenses. 

Under the bill, up to 50 percent of 
certain educational costs would be 
deductible. These include private school 
tuition, non-religious instructional 
materials fees and transportation costs. 

“AB 346 would give tax credits to 
(private school) parents who are now 
paying double’’ because they pay tuition 
and taxes which fund public schools, 
McClintock told the, gathering. 

“T’m here to promote the health of 
private schools,’’ the assemblyman said. 

“If public schools are to survive, it’s 
vital that private schools thrive.’’ Private 
schools provide ‘‘wholesome 
campetition’’ for public schools, 
McClintock said. 

“The public education industry enjoys 
a monopoly unlike that of any other 
industry,’’ Bennett said. ‘‘This bill gives 
parents the freedom of choice ... which is 


the basis of democracy.”’ 

Noting the many Catholic school 
parents in the audience, Father 
Marcantonio said, ‘‘This bill doesn’t just 
affect you, but others who would like the 
choice of private school education.”’ 

‘‘Healthy private schools can relieve 
the burden of overcrc .vded public school 
classrooms,’’ McClintock said, noting 
recent T.V. ads sponsored by the 
California Teachers Association which 
state that California’s public schools are 
the most crowded in the nation. 

Public school classrooms would be even 
more crowded if not for the enrollment of 
585,000 students in private schools 
statewide, he added. 

McClintock countered the often heard 
comment that private schools are 
“‘elitist.”” The families of some 45 percent 
of private school students earn less than 
$20,000 annually, he said. 

He noted that his bill would not reduce 
the amount of funding currently received 
by public schools. 


AB 346 would provide an increase in 
the annual state apportionments to public 
school districts to compensate for 
reduction in average daily attendance 
resulting from greater pupil enrollment in 
California’s nonpublic schools. 

If the bill becomes law, public schools 
would see an increase in their per student 
apportionment, now $4,200 annually, 
McClintock said. 

The bill is presently in the Assembly 
Ways and Means Committee, he said. It 
must be approved by this body by Jan. 
22, three weeks after the state legislature 
reconvenes for-the year. 

He urged those present to ask their 
representatives to become coauthors of 
the bill, to lobby their representatives on 
the Ways and Means Committee and to 
tell others to do likewise. 

The bill’s current local coauthors 
include Assemblyman Peter Chacon, 
D-79th, a principal coauthor, and State 
Senator Waddie Deddeh, D-40th.

Brother celebrates jubilee 


BRAWLEY — Brother Peter 
Vasquez, OMI, observed his 25th 
anniversary of service to the church as 
a Religious at a concelebrated Mass in 
St. Margaret Mary Church, Brawley, 
Oct. 10. 


Father Andrew Harris, provincial 
of the Oblates of Mary Immaculate, 
and six other Oblate Fathers joined the 
Vasquez family in honoring Brother 
Vasquez at the Mass. 

The liturgy was followed by an 
evening dinner-dance at Hidalgo Hall 
in Brawley. 

Brother Vasquez is assigned to the 
Valley of the Trinity in Baja 
California, where the Oblates are 
providing the first permanent presence 
of the Catholic Church since the 
Dominican Fathers’ mission was 
destroyed 175 years ago. 

During the last four years, Brother 
Vasquez and Father Robert Callahan 
have set up a religious education 
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program in the valley. They have also 
built five village churches and two 
Indian churches — one in the territory 
of the Kahlihua Indians, the other in 
the territory of the Pai Pai Indians.

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Anti-administration 
lawsuit to be defended

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Medical screening aids homeless women

SAN DIEGO — Joanne (pseudonym) 
used to sleep in an old car in downtown 
San Diego and have lunch at Rachel’s 
Women’s Center. 


‘ One afternoon, the petite young 


we woman, pale with pain, signed up to see a 


physician at the facility’s medical 


screening room. The diagnosis was 
profuse hemorrhaging. 
Betty Miller, a volunteer who 


coordinates the screening program, drove 
her to the emergency room at the 
University of California, San Diego, for 
treatment. 


After Joanne was dismissed at 11 p.m., 
Miller drove her back to her four-wheeled 


“home.’’ Follow-up treatment and 
medication at the hospital cured her 
problem. 


Joanne is one of some 230 homeless 
women who have been diagnosed at the 
center. 


Catholic Community Services opened 
Rachel’s Women’s Center in 1984 to 
“provide a safe, supportive and 
comfortable environment ... for women 
with limited or no resources,’’ according 
to literature from the center. 


The colorfully decorated seven-room 
facility, located at 759. 8th Ave., is open 
from 9 a.m, to 4 p.m. It offers homeless 
women restroom, shower and laundry 
facilities, reading materials and a hot 
lunch provided ny. the San Diego Catholic 
Worker. 


The center’s. medical screening 
program has been in operation for 14 
months. Three internists, three 
obstetrician-gynecologists, a podiatrist 
and two nurse practitioners rotate their 
volunteer services to provide screening 
one afternoon a week. : 

Three of the physicians are on the staff 

@°> of Mercy Hospital: Dr. Carla Fox, who 
initiated the screening program, Dr. 
Josephine Von Herzen and Dr. Jeannie 
Needham. Volunteer nursing students 
from the University of San Diego assist 
the physicians. 

Tina Hooker of The Immaculata and 
Jean Slaton of Immaculate Conception 
parish, San Diego, serve as nurse 
practitioners. 

‘‘We’re dealing with homeless women 
with no resources at their disposal. Many 
don’t know how to get through the 

® (county) bureaucracy for treatment,”’ 
said Dr. Fox, an internist. 

The women’s illnesses, often in 
advanced stages, are related to neglect, 
lack of nutrition and drug and alcohol 
abuse, she added. 

Dr. Josephine Von Herzen, an 
obstetrician-gynecologist, attributes some 
of the women’s medical problems to their 
lifestyles. 

Sleeping in doorways and cars when 


@>) shelter space is unavailable is a breeding 


ground for diseases such as infectious skin 
rashes, pneumonia and bronchitis, she 
said. 

Dr. Von Herzen described some severe 
maladies of patients she has examined, 
including an emaciated-looking woman 
suffering from severe pneumonia and one 
with cellulitis (inflamed tissues) nearly 
covering one of her legs. 

The physicians examine many 
pregnant women whom Dr. Fox called 


‘thigh risk’? patients. Many are 

@ undocumented immigrants, afraid to get 
treatment. 

Upper respiratory problems are 


common in the winter, as well as a variety 
of minor ailments, Miller said. 

Physicians at the center do routine 
examinations, including pap-breast 
exams; and dispense vitamins, minerals 
and non-prescription remedies. They 
refer women with serious illnesses to the 
County Medical Services (CMS), which 
contracts with local hospitals and clinics to 
provide the needed treatment, Dr. Fox 
explained. 


2 Because the center is not a licensed 


( 


_ clinic, the doctors cannot give ongoing 


treatment, dispense prescriptions nor do 
pregnancy testing. 

‘All we can do is put Band-Aids on 
sores,’ Dr. Von Herzen said, referring to 
the serious health problems perpetuated 
by homelessness. 


However, she noted the value of the 
screening program conducted in a ‘‘non- 
threatening, hassle-free environment. 
Most of the women prefer to see female 
doctors because’ they have been 
victimized by men,”’ she said. 


Dr. Fox said she sees life-saving results 
from early diagnosis of diseases. 


Naomi (pseudonym), a resident at the 


St. Vincent de Paul Shelter, credits the 
screening program for the treatment she 
will receive through CMS for glaucoma. 
However, she prefers the personalized 
service provided at Rachel’s Women’s 
Center. : 


‘‘The volunteers here cut through the 
bureaucratic red tape people go through 
for county services,’’ she said. 


Miller delivers much of that personal 
service, which extends beyond her routine 
duties of scheduling patients and medical 
staff, completing patients’ charts and 
procuring medicines, equipment and 
supplies. 


She also assists in determining the 
women’s eligibility for free medical 
service and follows up on their treatment. 

“Tt takes from two to four weeks to 
obtain treatment for non-emergency 
illnesses,’’ she said, estimating that about 
half of those referred actually are treated. 
“Some give up while waiting to get into 
the system.”’ 

Besides receiving physical 
examinations and referrals, women at the 
center can attend lectures on nutrition, 
alcoholism and drug abuse given by nurse 
practitioners and community agencies, 
Miller said. 

Sister RayMonda Duvall, CHS, 
director of Rachel’s Women’s Center, 
attributes the success of the screening 
program to the volunteers. ‘‘Without 
them, it wouldn’t exist,’’ she said. 

A common motivation brings 
volunteers to the center. 

Miller, a parishioner of Immaculate 
Conception parish, said she wants to 
share her blessings ‘with less fortunate 
women. ‘‘Most of them strive to better 
themselves ... and care about cleanliness, 
friendships pnd honesty.”’ 

Dr. Von Herzen of Our Lady of Grace 
parish, El Cajon, sees her services as a 
way of living the beatitudes. At one time 
she wanted to be a medical missionary; 
now she: finds missionary needs in 
downtown San Diego. 

Dr. Fox said she believes in 
volunteerism and enjoys it. As program 
chairperson of San Diego Women 
Physicians’ Group, she looks for avenues 
of community service. ‘‘We have a 
contribution to make to women’’ who are 
afraid of facilities that shelter men, she 
said. 

The screening program has received 
notable support from businesses, 
community agencies and institutions. 

A year ago the American Cancer 
Society offered a five-day educational 
program on cancer prevention at the 
center, followed by pap-breast 
examinations. The Harbor View Medical 
Center donated the lab work for this 
project and continues to provide this 
service, Miller said. 

The county health department will 
offer a similar program in November for 
tuberculosis detection, she added. 

Miller credits the well-stocked 
examination room at the center to 
donations of physicians, pharmacies and 
hospitals. ‘‘When you ask for help, people 
respond,”’ she said. 

Health professionals, such as opthamologists 
and dental Ayguenists, who wish to volunteer in 
the medical screening program can call Sister 
RayMonda DuVall, 231 - 2828. 
Pharmaceutical supplies and medicines are also 


needed.

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Religion’s place in politics 


The presidential elections are about a year off, but 
already the battle for the most powerful position in the 
world is heating up. The moral values and ethical 
philosophy of the man or woman who becomes president 
of the United States are of deep concern to all of us. 

Two statements about the position of religion and 
politics have just been made from two very different 
sources and positions, but with remarkably similar 
conclusions. 

The Administrative Board’ of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference has issued a statement, ‘‘Political 
Responsibility: Choices for the Future,’’ based on the 
“‘consistent ethic of life’? made famous. by Cardinal 
Joseph Bernardin of Chicago. 

Charles Colson, of Watergate infamy, now a born- 
again Christian, has authored a book of almost 400 pages, 
Kingdoms in Conflict, (William Morrow Press) which he 
subtitles, ‘‘An insider’s challenging view of politics, 
power, and the pulpit.’’ 

Both documents are concerned with harmonizing 
church and state in American politics. The bishops’ 
statement is a rather bare-bones, forthright look at the 
place of religion in political life. 

Colson’s book starts with a dramatic fictional account 
of a born-again Christian president who leads the world 
into Armageddon because of his biblical beliefs. It is a 
chilling account. 

Then the former Nixon advisor looks at democracy 
around the world in this generation to show how 
Christianity has time and again been a true guardian of 
democratic values. 

When asked about current presidential contenders and 
the entanglement of religion and politics, he has some 
devastating criticisms of both parties. He accuses most 
Republican contenders of embracing civil religion, of 
wrapping the flag around the cross and currying favor 
with the religious right wing. 

Democrats, on the other hand, according to Colson, 
have overreacted in the other direction, sanitizing

While ‘‘not a blueprint for the American economy,”’ the 
US. hierarchy’ s 1986 pastoral offered ‘‘basic moral 
principles’ for handling dilemmas raised by business and 
economicaffairs — including Wall Street activity. 

“In the pastoral itself, it speaks of the need to soften the 
sheer competitiveness of the system,”’ said Jesuit Father 
Andrew Dittrich, an economist on the staff of the Jesuit 
Office, a Wall Street social justice ministry. 

Hoeven he commented Oct. 29, ‘‘I’m not sure that the 
events of ie last week are what they (the bishops) had in 
mind’’ since the bishops’ pastoral is not a technical guide to 
every economic downturn. 

But if Wall Street problems persist, and workers are laid 
off or services to the poor are reduced because a city has lost 
tax revenue when business income declines, the pastoral’s 
advice wouldcome into play, he said. 

The pastoral, ‘‘Economic Justice for All: Catholic Social 
Teaching and the U.S. Economy,’’ emphasized that “‘the 
economy should serve the people, and not the other way 
around.”’ 

Thus, it stipulated that “‘every economic decision and 
institution must be judged in light of whether it protects or 
undermines the dignity of the human person.’’ 

For example, when a firm is closed or vast amounts of 
capital transferred from one operation to a supposedly more 
lucrative venture, the bishops wrote, ‘‘management and 

‘investors'must also accept their share of sacrifices’’ and not 


religious influence from politics altogether. He finds it 
difficult to understand how democrats who have been in 
the forefront of social reform and civil rights can now 
disavow the role of religion in public affairs. 


“Religious influence,’’ says Colson, ‘‘properly 
exercised by political leaders, is the healthiest influence on 
society. It provides the impetus for social reform and 
justice, objective standard of right and wrong, and the 
moral conscience for the protection of minorities, the 
defenseless and the poor.”’ 


It is not at all strange that the bishops come to a similar 


‘conclusion. It is not the duty of the church to speak out on 


the moral issues and human values involved in political 
actions. 


So many of the issues that are already directly political, 
are based on value judgments, such as civil rights, social 
justice, treatment of immigrants, pro-life stands, poverty, 
unemployment and the nuclear arms race.. 

‘*A proper understanding ofthe role of the church,”’ 
they state, 
government, but rather see its ministry as advocating the 
critical values of human rights and social justice.”’ 

The bishops list 14 areas of special interest in which 
candidates and political parties will be taking stands in the 
coming election. Each of these have moral dimensions 
that should be guided by Gospel standards. 

The time-honored historical stance of the. Catholic 
Church in America is not to endorse .candidates or 
political parties, but to urge all its members to exercise the 
privilege of voting with care and concern. This is our 
patriotic duty as individual citizens.

Should workers be dismissed due to stock market 
setbacks, Father Dittrich said, ‘‘I think what the bishops 


would be advocating on the part of firms ... issome planning 
for the transitions of the employees,’’ such as adequate 
notice, help with finding new jobs, and retraining 
assistance. 

And ifurban services decline asa tax base shrinks, ‘‘the ax 
should not belaid’’ to the disadvantaged, he added. 

The bishops’ pastoral urged that investment practices be 
governed by more than the quest for ever-bigger profits at 
the expense of social justice. 

“Individual Christians who are shareholders,’’ as well as 
church financiers investing church money, ‘‘must see to it 
that the invested funds are used responsibly,’’ the pastoral 
admonished. 

Under U.S. law, ‘‘the primary responsibility’’ in 
corporate decisions is obtaining ‘‘a profitable return to 
investors,’’ the bishops noted. ‘‘But morally this legal 
responsibility may be exercised only within the bounds of 
justice to employees, customers, suppliers and the local 
community.’’ 

Often, the document said, ‘‘it appears that return on 
investment is the governing criterion”’ in relations between 
investors and corporate bosses. ‘‘We do not believe this is an 
adequate rationale for shareholder decisions,’’ said the 
bishops.

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Women contribute $17,000 for vocations

BONITA — Members of the Diocesan 
Council of Catholic Women (DCCW) 
donated $17,000 to the diocese to foster 
religious vocations, installed new officers 
and heard calls to share the gifts God has 
given for building up his church at its 
annual convention Oct. 28.

Steve Peace, D-80th, a member of the 
Ways and Means Committee from the 
San Diego area, is not yet a coauthor of 
the measure, McElligott said. Those 
gathered were asked to write Peace, 
seeking his support for the bill. 

Bennett said AB 346 does not violate 
the constitutional ban against church- 
state relations because benefits flow to 
parents and children, not to private 
schools. 

McClintock noted that a similar law in 
Minnesota has been 
constitutional. 

The bill does not distinguish between 
public and private schools, allowing 


parents of children in either type of school - 


to receive tax credits for qualifying 
educational expenses, the assemblyman 
said. He cited the cost of sports uniforms 
as a deduction which public school 
parents could take under the bill. 
McElligott added that a 1972 tuition 
tax credit bill in California failed to be 
approved because it offered no possibility 
of credit to public school students. ‘‘But 
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declared 


AB 346 does permit this.”’ 

He encouraged those assembled to 
write Assemblyman John Vasconcellos, 
chairman of the Ways 
Committee, seeking his support for the 
bill. McElligott added that Vasconcellos 
had authored the 1972 tuition tax credit 
bill. 

Assemblyman Bradley said AB 346 
faces tough opposition from the 
California Teachers Association. He 
encouraged those gathered to contact 
teachers’ union representatives to get 
their support for the bill. 

“*Tell them the bill would reduce class 
size,’’ something the union is pushing for 
in current *T.V. commercials, he said. 

Bennett said parents may now claim 
partial tax credits for the cost of childcare 
for pre-Kindergarten-age children. AB 
346 would extend this benefit to children 
in grades K-12, he said. 

State legislators may be addressed at: State Capitol, 
Sacramento, CA 95184. 
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She urged them to nurture that rela- 
tionship daily by such practices as 
meditating on the upcoming Sunday 
Mass readings.

Politicking, horse-trading oil the

VATICAN CITY — The Synod of Bishops lacks 
legislative power, but abounds in legislative-style politics. 

Its work involves trade-offs, tactical alliances and the 
skillful manuevering of a concept through committees and 
general assemblies. 

The dynamics is that of a congress or parliament in a 
democratic country, but intensified because synod 
activity is concentrated in a one-month period. 

Synod delegates also have an advantage over 
legislators: they don’t have to search for a smoke-filled 
back room to cut deals. Synod secrecy rules prohibit press 
coverage of sessions, allowing for a more free-wheeling 
environment. 

Official information is provided through summaries of 
speeches and periodic briefings and press conferences. 
Unofficial information, such as descriptions of the 
politicking, comes from those participants willing to leak 
hee 

The main factor that makes all this politicking possible 
is that the synod delegates are not formulating church 
doctrine. Their hard bargaining is over application of 
doctrine and practical solutions of -specific pastoral 
problems. 

The common result of this mix is that a concept looking 
like a consensus view at the beginning of the synod may 
never make it to the voting stage. Conversely, a concept 
hardly discussed in the general assembly may be swept 
onto the synod ballot by a groundswell of support in 
committees. 

The aim of all this is to place recommendations on the 
desk of the pope, who is free to accept or reject them. 

Under synod rules, recommendations are sent to the 
pope in the form of concrete proposals, needing approval 
by a two-thirds majority. Formulating and approving 
these proposals is a three-stage process: 

© Delegate speeches on the assembly floor. 
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e Breaking up into committees, small working groups 
organized by language, to draft proposals to be voted on 
concerning the issues raised in the assembly speeches. 

¢ Voting on the proposals. 

During the first stage, bishops go on record about 
issues of concern. Most choose only one or two issues, 
given the eight-minute time limit. Delegates chosen by 
bishops’ conferences — the great majority — must 
present the views of their conference. 


This stage is sometimes deceptive. If one-third of the 
speeches favor a concept and a handful oppose it, does this 
mean there is widespread agreement? Not necessarily. 


Many bishops who oppose the concept, but do not have 
this as a major concern, will wait for it to come up in the 
small working groups before shooting it down. They 
would rather use the precious minutes on the assembly 
floor promoting their favorite recommendations. 

The committee stage is where most of the hard 
bargaining is done. Proposals are discarded through 
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synod works 


trade-offs. Delegates pledge support for someone else’s 
proposals in return for support for their list. Terminology 
is hammered out which is strong enough for the 
supporters of a proposal but vague enough to attract 
fence-straddlers needed to forge a majority. 

Some delegates, veterans of previous synods, throw 
proposals on the table that they are lukewarm about, just 
to have some extra bargaining chips. 

Alliances often cut across ideological lines. Some 
delegates who agree with the theology behind a proposal 
will join the opposition because they fear the negative 
effects the proposal would have in their culture and 
society. 

The concept of opening up all non-ordained liturgical 
ministries to women ran into such a tactical opposition at 
the 1987 synod. Delegates theologically opposed to 
expanding female ministries found support among many 
bishops from Third World countries where male 
domination is still an important ingredient of national 
life.

not say when it would be issued, but said the 
preparation would be done in cooperation with a 
15-member council of the synod general secretariat. 
Under church rules, the pope is not obliged to follow the 
synod recommendations. 

The recommendations sent to the pope were not made 
public by the Vatican, which released only asummary of the 
list of proposals. National Catholic News Service obtained a 
copy oftheentire list. 

The synod recommended possible revisions of Pope Paul 
VI’s 1972 order that established norms for lay ministries. 
The recommendations said the revisions would be based on 
local church needs but did not say how the revisions and 
clarifications should be done or what they should include. 
Among the 1972 norms was the establishment of acolyte and 
lector asinstituted lay ministries reserved to men. 

The synod proposals also asked that the terms 
“‘ministry,’’ ‘‘duty,’’ and ‘‘office’’ be clarified. 

The synod delegates left this to the pope, Coadjutor 
Archbishop Pierre Eyt of Bordeaux, France, said at an Oct. 
30 Vatican news conferencetapping the synod. 

The synod did not make “‘preliminary judgments on how 
to carry out these revisions,’’ said Archbishop Eyt, synod 
special secretary. 

“It has asked the Holy Father to clarify ministries. There 
is no point in saying in what, manner these should take 
place,’’ headded. ; 

The synod did not want to dwell too much on lay 
ministries in the church and the attendant issue of women’s 
roles in the church because ‘‘we don’t want tocut offthe laity 
from its basic responsibility in the world,’’ said Archbishop 
Fyt. - 

Among those supporting specific recommendations 
expanding the liturgical roles of women were several U.S. 
bishops, who said the concept is reflected in the proposal to 
study revisionsofthe 1972 norms. 

The principle of equal access by men and women is 
reflected even though ‘“‘the specificity may not be there,”’ 
said Archbishop John L. May of St. Louis after the Oct. 29 
synod vote approving the recommendations sent to the 
pope. 

Bishop May ispresident ofthe U.S. bishops’ conference. 

“It seems to me that we didn’t pedal backward, which is 
very important,’’ said Archbishop Rembert G. Weakland 
of Milwaukee. ‘‘When you have to say something that will 
hold for every culture, it has to be couched in terms that are 
quite general.”’ 

Meanwhile, the highest-ranking female synod official 
said that expanding the ministries of women in the church 
was ‘‘neveradominanttheme’”’ at the synod. 

The synod considered the roles of women in the church as 
part of the broader theme of lay ministries, said Maria da 
Graca Sales, synod assistant special secretary and a full-time 
staff teembes of the Pontifical Council for the Taity. She 
spoke at the Oct. 30 Vatican news conference. 

“Tt does not seem opportune to easily establish lay Sapte 
in officially instituted ministries,’’ said a synod proposal. 
Such ministries ‘“‘can overshadow many lay gifts and duties 


— in marriage and the family, in daily work, science, . 


economy, the fine arts, culture and politics.”’ 

Although the recommendations did not include 
expanding non-ordained ministries for women, two 
proposals dealt with women’ sissues. 

One said that the church should recognize and use the 
giftsof women. 

The otherurged: 

e Avoiding language which is 
discriminatory’’ against women. 

e Including women active in the church in the 
preparation of pastoral documents and other projects.

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© Developing a “‘theology of matrimony,’’ based on the 
love between Christ and the church. 

© Conducting anthropological and theological research 
on the foundations of the dignity ofmen and women. 

e Restoring respect for virginity and maternity. 

Recommendations also dealt with the heavily debated 
synod issue of lay renewal movements, especially those 
formed since the Second Vatican Council. 

Several bishops complained that some movements 
engage in pastoral work in their dioceses without seeking 
approval and that their work sometimes conflicts with 
diocesan projects and priorities. Defenders of the 
movements said they are often international in scope and _ 
shouldcome under papal rather than local supervision. 

The synod praised the movements, but said founders, 
often clerics, and members must obey the authority of ‘‘local 
pastors andthe pope.”’ 

The synod believes that ‘‘bishops, priests and movements 
can work together,’’ Archbishop Eyt said at the Vatican 
news conference. 

Synod recommendations also encouraged greater lay 
action on social and political issues. The laity was asked to 
mobilize against abortion, voluntary sterilization, 
manipulation of fetuses and drug trafficking. 

The synod rejected apartheid and religious 
discrimination or oppression. It asked for special attention 
to the plight of the world’s poor and oppressed. 

The synod also said that: 

© Parish structures should be flexible enough to allow 
more lay participation. 

¢ Housework performed by women should be 
appreciated, and obstacles faced by mothers who want to 
spend more time with their children should be removed. 

e Basic Christian communities, working with local 
pastors, are good examples of church unity and 
evangelization. i. 

At the synod closing Mass, Oct. 30, the pope said 
increased lay participation at the 1987 synod should be a 
model for future bishops’ synods. 

Synod rules were waived to allow many of the almost 60 
lay observers to speak at plenary sessions. Synod norms 
limit plenary speeches to voting members, who must be 
bishops or priests. 

The synod was able ‘‘to profit from their experience, their 
advice and the suggestions they offered,’’ the pope said. 

The synod also issued a public ‘‘Message to the People of 
God’’ Oct. 29 which encouraged lay participation in the 
church and the world, but which did not discuss the synod’s 
recommendations. 

The message opposed sexual discrimination against 
women and urged greater action to protect human rights. 

“‘We rejoice in the progress and advances which have 
been made in recognition of the legitimate rights that enable 
women to fulfill their mission in the church and in the 
world,’’ the message said. 

“In political activity the primary concern of the lay _ 
faithful should be honesty, the promotion of social justice 
and the rights of the human person in all phases of life,’’ 
said. 
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Pro-lifers 
support 
Ginsburg 


WASHINGTON — The National 
Right to Life Committee said Oct. 29 it 
“will actively support’’ the confirmation of 
Judge Douglas H. Ginsburg as a Supreme 

#”Court justice. 

President Reagan announced the 
selection of his new nominee Oct. 29. 

Ifconfirmed Ginsburg, 42,a U.S. Court 
of Appeals judge in Washington and 
former senior Justice Department official, 
would be the youngest high court justice in 
nearly 50 years and would become the first 
Jewish justice since 1969, when Abe Fortas 
resigned. 

Reagan nominated Ginsburg after the 
Senate voted 58-42 Oct. 23 to reject the 
nomination of Judge Robert H. Bork, his 
first choice to succeed retired Justice Lewis 
F. Powell Jr. 

Civil rights and education groups, 
among others, opposed Bork, saying he isa 
conservative ideologue. 

Unlike Bork, whose most controversial 
position is that the privacy doctrine that is 
the basis for abortion rights is 
unconstitutional, nominee Ginsburg has 

never written on abortion issue nor handled 
an abortion case. 

But a National Right to Life Committee 
spokesman said what he felt was more 
important was that the nominee is 
“regarded as a fair and open-minded 

‘judge’’ who ‘“‘understands the difference 
between a court and a legislature.”’ 

“‘Because Roe vs. Wade (the Supreme 
Court’s 1973 abortion decision) is the most 
glaring example of legislation by the 
judiciary in modern times and because Roe 
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Reaching out 


vs. Wade has no basis whatever in the text 
or history of the Constitution, we do not 
believe Roe vs. Wade can survive without 
the protection of liberal activist justices,’’ 
said Douglas Johnson, legislative director.

Msgr. Daniel F. Hoye commented in = 
letter to congressional conference 
committee members finalizing the defense 
authorization package, which passed the 
House of Representatives and Senate in 
slightly different forms. 

His remarks were released by the USCC 
in Washington Oct. 28. 

The House version, which would 
provide $289.4 billion for fiscal 1988, 
would cut the defense budget by 4.6 
percent, after inflation, and contains more 
restrictions than the Senate version. 


CRS downplays attack 


on famine relief convey 


WASHINGTON — Catholic Relief 
Services is treating an attack on a famine 
relief convoy in Ethiopia Oct. 23, which 
destroyed seven CRS trucks worth 
$250,000, as an unusual ‘‘isolated 
incident”’ and will continue sending food 
into the country’s famine zone, a 
spokeswoman said. 


Meanwhile, reports from Nairobi, 
Kenya, quote the Eritrean People’s 
Liberation Front, the main Ethiopian rebel 
group, as taking responsibility for the 
attack. 

It said that unless relief agencies give the 
rebels advance notice of their relief 
shipments, future convoys would be 
regarded as military targets. 

CRS spokeswoman Beth Griffin said 
Oct. 29 that the Catholic agency planned to 
mount another convoy ‘‘within the next 
week.”’ 


USCC: Moral education 
part of quality schooling 
WASHINGTON — ‘‘Schooling 


without moral education is poor 
schooling,’’ according to the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. 

In a statement released at the end of 
October the USCC called for a ‘‘renewed 
shared moral vision within the public 
schools’? and said such a goal is both 
possible and important. 

“‘Explicit and authentic education in 
critical moral thinking is necessary for 
quality education,’’ according to the 
statement. 

“The goal is distinctly practical: to 
define and implement a form of moral 
education, integrated into the total 
curriculum, which corresponds to student 
needs and community consensus,’’ the 
statement said. 


Masses at Medjugorje 
continue despite ban 


ROME — Yugoslavian Bishop Pavao 
Zanic said many priests are disobeying his 
ban on pilgrimage Masses at the alleged 


Marian apparition site of Medjugorje, 


but he plans no action against them. 

Priests at Medjugorje confirmed that 
Masses were continuing, but said they 
don’t believe the ban applies to the priests 
who come there. 

Meanwhile, Archbishop Frane Franic 
of Split-Makarska, a defender of the 
alleged apparitions, issued his own 
directive that -said priests could 
accompany but not organize pilgrimages 
to Medjugorje. 

Bishop Zanic, head of the Mostar- 
Duvno Diocese that includes Medjugorje, 
said Oct. 28 that foreign priests have 
continued to bring groups of pilgrims to 
the site. A local pastor put up a sign 
noting the ban on Masses, but it ‘‘hasn’t 


done much good,’’ Bishop Zanic said in 


an interview in Rome. 

The bishop said he didn’t like the 
situation, but was being realistic and 
accepting it for the time being. 

The church has not passed judgment 
on the vision claims, which first surfaced 
in 1981 when six local youths said the 
Virgin appeared to them. A commission 
established by Bishop Zanic concluded its 
work last year. The Vatican’s 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith requested that a broader study be 
undertaken by a new commission named 
by the Yugoslavian bishops’ conference.

Why doesn’t the Church allow surrogate 
mothers for couples who can’t have kids on 
their own? It doesn’t seem very compas- 
sionate to deny acouple children who are at 
least the father’s natural children. 

Itisn’t fair 
Dear Fair, 
There are several reasons our church 


takes this stance. Oneisthat, ifanembryois ~ 


grown ina laboratory and implanted in the 
mother, to assure the greatest chance of sur- 
vival many embryos are ‘‘cultured.’’ The 
fittest is selected for implantation. The 
others are discarded. In more human 
terms, many babies begin and end their 
lives in dishes. 

If artificial insemination is performed 
(the sperm of the father is implanted in the 


surrogate) there is stilla problem. Thecrea- ° 


tion of life, while it is a physical 
phenomena, is also a spiritual one. It is the 
product of man, woman and God in union. 
The child is not the property of either or 
even both parents; yet the child is a part of 
them and of God. Arranging the creation of 
a child through contract, using a 
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laboratory, compensating the surrogate for 
the service she is performing and excluding 
her from any further contact with the child 
denies the spiritual nature of conceiving a 
child. While the child may be related to the 
father, it is at the price of excluding God 
from His/Her role in the process. 


At amore basic level, it asks a woman to 
do something which is contrary to human 
nature: use her body as a baby maker and 
deny a spiritual bond with the child. 


There are lots of questions related to this 
like, “‘Why would God refuse children to 
couples who want them?’’ The answer 
takes more space than I have. Write in and 
I'll answer in another column.
